Its
people were flually aroused, and through the
application of sclentific methods exterminated
cr drove off the disease-carrying mosquitoes,
and now Is ns free from fovers as any oity can
hope to be.

Then eame a new menace, in the form of
bubonle plague, which did galn a foothold, but
the citizens again arrayed themselves In battle
against this pest of bumanity, and by making
the town rat-proof have done away with the
dnnger. Another achlevement along this line
is also worthy of note, although it is not qulte
sc showy on parade us has been the conguest of
the mosquito and the rat. Hay fever was taken
into full conslderation, and by a vigorously
pushed campalgn against the rag weed, now
known to be the chief cause of that distressing
nilment, the 5,000 vietims of the disorder in the
Crescont City found relief from thely affliction
several weoks eariler this meason than ever
before.

Many clties have won & place In the history
of the world by withstanding sleges, or through
sume other form of unusual effort, but none of
them should have a brightoer place than belongs
to New Orleans for Its combat against conditions
that threatened health. The spirit of deter-
wined co-operation shown in these health cam-
pnigns Is a most encouraging example for com-
munities more favored In the matter of salu-
brity, and characterise New Orleans as a worthy
member In the great slsterhood of American
citien.

These are (roublous days and fearsome
nights for the people of Venlice. Austrian
hombs bave been droppad on a church near the
rallroad station and spother In front of the
famous duecal palace, hardly a hundrod feet from
the reconstrucied campanile and the wonderful
Church of Ban Marco, in the very heart of the
city. Pleasures and gayetles long since van-
fshed. Tourist travel, which constituted the
city's main resource, disappeared with the com-
ing of war, and pitiful poverty is all-pervading.
Night lghts no longer shimmer on the water
highways, marine concerts are hushed, gondo-
Liers are rarely secn and the residents idly wan-
der through a dark and silent elty or sit among
the sand bag ramparis designed to protecy the
fmovable treasures of sculptire and architee-
ture.

Above all other cillos menaced by enemy
alrships or aoroplanes, Venice is exposed to the
greatest risk, Its treasures of art, soulpture
and architecture are incompamble and its un-
equalled sityation Increases the hasard. The
handiwork of master artisans for centuries past
rest upen insecure foundations, thus adding to
the risk of direct explosion the greater lUability
to damage from concussion.

It is dlifieuit to comprebend what end of the
war game s served by aerial attacks on Venice.

voloes of naturs, and yiulded 1o no one the lofly
moral tone which has alwnys charaoterised your pro-
Auotione. After urging us Lo study your poelry, com-
mit it to memory, imitate your virtues and pray that
many more birthdays, as bright as this, may ba yours
on aarth, he sat down, whan one of the puplls made a
motion that we send Lo this favorile poet, an & Loxen
of our good wishes and regards, & photograph of the
bullding in which we are taught, and In which his
poeiry (8 so often read and admired.

lay, after her graduation, took up teaching, and taught
in the salfsame high school, Ister transferring hers
self to Chioago, whers she is still active as & teachor.
Charles . Rediak became a lawyer, whomse career,
unfortunately waa cut short. o waa a brother of the
‘Redioks now here und prominent in the legal profes-
slon. Frank W, Baldwin, I do not reeall, nor know
of hia Inter whereabouts, It would be interesting to
know what became of ths lotter which Bryant wrote,
and If 1t s stll]l preserved, to bave it come back to
the High school to be framed and hung on the wall
as a pricaless souvenir,

That reminds me, too, that Henry D, Hsiabrook
was onhos city editor of The Bee for a few brief days
~in fact. he was the local news-gathering force—
taking sdvantage of an offer to substituts during the
regular clty aditor’'s vacation, and thus to try out his
oonfessed ambition to become a Joumalist, ¥e has
told the story himself in his own inlmitable Iangunge,
#0 much more graphioally than any one else could
tell it, that I give it in his own words:

“Finally, there was pressnted an opportunity of a
lifetime. Mr, nosewater's city editor, who was also
his only reporter—for a newspaper man in that time
playesd many parts-had been given a varation, and
pravious to his departurs had visited the high school
to engage one of the larger boys to assume his du-
tles. 1 was the lucky chap to be Invited, and T pec-
cepted with alacrity. For twe whole weeks I was
not enly to write just what I plensed, but what J
wrots was bound to be published. Moreover, 1 was
to have § per week Into the bargain.

“The frst morning ! was at The Bee office bright
and sarly, Mr. Rosswater dropped into my 254 sanc-
tum to wish me good moming and success in my ex-
periment, and to Indloate my route. Incidentally he
remarked that a quartet of male voloes had serenaded
him the night befores, and it might be well to say an
appreciative word about thelr singlug. 1 did. 1 sald
that four roysterers had made last night hideous with
thely caterwauls, and had selected the editor of this
paper for their especial and partioular victim; that
men with such volces as thelrs ought not to be per.
mitted to run at large, eto., ete. The fact bs 1 was o
songeter mysell, and belonged to & rival guartet,
When ! arrived at the office next morning 1 met Mr,
Rosewater golng oul to post a letter. He gave mo a
stony glare and hastened his footsteps 1 afterwards
learned that this letter was addressed to the absent
reporter commanding his immediate roturn.  Mpe
Rosewater had scarcely made his exit when the aec-
ond basso oalled and atopped his paper—atopped It
off ghort never to go agin. He also sald in his most
raucous voloe, that he wanted te see the responsibie
aditor of that dirty sheet. 1 told him that the respon-
sible editor had just stepped out, put that he might
considey me the irresponsible editor, if he were ro
dispossd. He laughed—a holiow, mocking, blood.
curdiing sort of isugh—and vaniahed.

“Duoring the day the remalning members of the
quartet dropped In one after the other and canceled
thelr subsoriptions.
